THE WONDERFUL X RAY. 


CLARK OUT OF THE RACE. 


Dr. CnimeuH, a New York Scientist, Makes 


Some Strange DfseoverieH Ke- 


garutng It. 


NEW YOHK, March 18. — Several im- 


portant discoveries have been made in 
connection with X rays by Stephen H. 
Emtnens, of this city, who claims to 
have succeeded in obtaining the rays 
from the ordinary sunbeam and to have 
taken excellent pictures therewith. 


He also is believed to have succeeded 


in reflecting the X ray, which, hereto- 
fore, has been considered impossible of 
reflection. This opens up a remarkable 
field, for it means that the rays 'can be 
concentrated and, with proper apparatus, 
can be used to produce photographs in- 
stead 
of mere shadowgraphs as at 


present. 


Dr. Etnmens found what he believes 


to be X rays in absolute darkness, and 
bae caught the effect on sensitive platea. 
Ilia experiments convice him that the X 
ray is as universal as gravitation itself, 
that there is correlation between it and 
all other forma of radiant energy, and 
that it may be changed, under proper 
conditions, into those other forms. 
He 


is now trying to turn the X rays into 
ordinary light, and. if he succeeds, 
wonders may be worked later. 
It may 


be possible to light a dark room by using 
the waste radiant energy of a boiling tea 
kettle, or an ordinary radiator, or by 
collecting, and turning into ordinary 
light, tbe X rays of darkness itself. 


Dr. EaicneDs is the well-known in- 


ventor of "Etnmcnsito," a poweiful ex- 
plosive adopted hy the United States 
government for military purposes. 


In his experiments cm the theory that 


the theory that the X raya were univer- 
sal, he tried to collect them, aa it were 
from darkness by means of various 
chemical compounds and 
succeeded. 


The bast results were obtained by plac- 
ing ordinary Prussian blue on a vulcan- 
ite plate holder and next to a sensitive 
film. The plate was then left ia a dark 
room for a considerable time, and on being 
developed patches of Prussian blue were 
found to be plainly pictured thereon. 
The plate was affected as if by ordinary 
light, and a penumbra was found sur- 
rounding each 
shadowgraph. 
"The 


penumbra," Emmene said, "shows this 
was a light effect and not a chemical 
one." 


Dr. Emmens and son hate invented 


an instrument, which is now being con- 
structed, to enable surgeons, by means 
of the X rays, to see the interior of the 
limbs or bodies of their patients, in- 
stead of examining them on a photo- 
graphic plate.

Nelson Cromwell, the American coun- 
sel for the new Panama Canal Co. of 
Paris, referring1 to recent statements

upon tlie Nk'.arag'ua project, lay client 
unequivocally denies that there is any 
foundation in fact or in design for the 
rumors referred to. 


"As the (rovernment of the United 


States has chartered the 
Maritime 


Lanal Co. of New York aud Uruguay, 
and has given it government counte- 
nance,it becomes our duty to advise this 
government of these facts, that there 
might be no possible misapprehension 
by the government and the people of 
the position of the new Panama Canal 
Co. In view of these allusions to the 
new Panama Canal Co., a few facts 
concerning it may be of interest.

Bow to Arrange Them 10 ut to Produce 


• Bestfnl Effect. 


In speaking- of this subject, Mr. W. W. 


Farce, of Rochester, mentioned the dis- 
pobuion to plant something or to build 
something everywhere — fences and 
hedges where none were needed, flower- 
beds and fountains or a statue to occupy 
the center of a lawn which should be 
open turf. Another error is the mania 
for making grounds look artificial, 
formal terracing where nature's way 
would aiisw er better, rows of trees and 
ahrubs instead of natural groups, trees 
and shrubs trimmed into unnatural 
shapes. 
In many grounds, such trees 


as Kilmarnock willows, white birches, 
varigated Altbeas, purple-leaved plums, 
Irish jumpers and smoke trees and a few 
other trees of singular form, made Dp 
the collection, with n geranium bed and 
one of coleus, and a dozen rose bushes, 
each of a different shape. If a man were 
to dress himself In articles of such 
staring contrast he would be arrested. 
In this locality most of the trees and 
shrubs are deciduous, and there are 
none with variegated foliage except for 
a week or two in autumn. This sug- 
gests the use of similar plants in natural 
grouping, and although it is not desira- 
ble to turn a dooryard into a primitive 
wildwood state, it is true that those 
places which are treated in what is 
known as a natural manner are most at- 
tractive. 
Highly colored plants and 


flowers should be kept out of the fore- 
ground, where peaceful scenery and 
restful forms are needed. To produce 
these quiet, homelike effpcts, groups 
and single specimens of trees and shrubs 
which are not of such pronounced types 
aa to catch the eye by their peculiantiei 
should be used, for of these last we will 
grow weary on long acquaintance.

THE WONDERFUL X RAY. 


l)r. Knimens, a New York Scientist, Makes 


Some Strange 3>Uooverlett ice- 


gardlng It. 


NEW YORK, March 18. — Several im- 


portant discoveries have been made in 
connection with X rays by Stephen H. 
Emrnens, of this city, who claims lo 
have succeeded in obtaining the rays 
from the ordinary sunbeam and to have 
taken excellent pictures therewith. 


He also ia believed to have succeeded 


in reflecting the X ray, which, hereto- 
fore, has been considered impossible of 
reflection. This opens up a remarkable 
field, for it means that the rays 'can be 
concentrated and, with proper apparatus, 
can be used to produce photographs in- 
stead of mere shadowgraphs as at 
present. 


Dr. Emmens found what he believes 


to be X rays in absolute darkness, and 
has caught the effect on sensitive plates 
His experiments convice him that the X 
ray is as universal as gravitation itself, 
that there is correlation between it and 
all other forms of radiant energy, and 
that it may be changed, under proper 
conditions, into those other forms. 
He 


is now trying to turn the X rays into 
ordinary light, and, if he succeeds, 
wonders may be worked later. It may 
be possible to light a dark room by using 
the waste radiant energy of a boiling tea 
kettle, or an ordinary radiator, or by 
collecting, and turning into ordinary 
light, the X rays of darkness itself. 


Dr. Emmens is the well-known m- 


ventoi of "Emmensito," a powerful ex- 
plosive adopted by the United States 
government for military purposes 


In his experiments on the theory that 


the theory that the X rays were univer- 
sal, he tried to collect them, as it were 
from darkness by means of various 
chemical compounds and , succeeded. 
The best results were obtained by plac 
ing ordinary .Prussian blue on a vulcan- 
ite plate holder and next to a sensitive 
film. The plate was then left in a dark 
room for a considerable time, and on being 
developed patches of Prussian blue were 
found to be plainly pictured thereon 
The plate was affected as if by ordinary 
light, and a penumbra was found sur- 
rounding each 
shadowgraph. "The 


penumbra," Emmena said, "shows this 
was a light effect and not a chemical 
one.1' 


Dr. Emmene and son have invented 


an instrument, which is now being con 
structed, to enable surgeons, by means 
of the X rays, to see the interior of the 
limbs or bodies of their patients, in- 
stead of examining them on a photo- 
graphic plate.

Treasure-seeking1 parties fare out in 


California trying to find the gold sup- 
posed to have been buried by Spanish 
padres, pirates, miners, robbers and 
others. During the conquest of Cali- 
fornia, many of the Spaniards buried 
alias, or jars, of silver, gold and jewels, 
the hiding places of which were forgot- 
ten In their flight and fright 
Before 


the American occupation there were no 
banks in California, and the Spaniards 
kept their gold and silver m jars, which 
were either buried on the premises or 
walled up in the adobe houses. 
The 


money of the missions was kept in the 
same manner. 
Each mission had a 


treasure room, and this fact was well 
known by bandits, so the cunning 
padres carved holes in the thick walls 
and hermetically sealed up the treas- 
ures in them. 


When the missions were secularised 


by the Mexican government the prleste 
had no chance to carry away their 
treasure, and rather than inform the 
government officials they perhaps let 
it remained hidden. 
Another theory 


that there must be lots of buried gold 
in California i:> based on the belief that 
in the early mining days the miner* 
frequently buried their money until 
such time as they could return to th« 
Htates. Many of them were killed, and 
the secret of i he hiding place of their 
gold died with them. There certainly 
was a great deal of buried gold in Cali- 
fornia, besides that in the mines in a 
crude state. At several points on the 
Bay ol San Fruncisco pirates are said to 
have buried money. Telegraph Hill, in 
the northern portion of the city, is a 
favorite place lor burrow ing for pirates' 
treasures, ami frequently some of tht> 
soothsayers direct fortune hunters to 
a particular jioint, where they dehe 
and dig until stopped at the point of a 
shotgun of some property on ncr. Very 
little treasure has been found, but tlie 
faith of the diggers seems to be un- 
shaken.

RUBBER BALL TIRE. 


Description of the Latent American Flan 


to Improve Bicycles. 


Ball bearings on bicycles arc to be fol- 


lowed by ball tires, if the plan now be- 
ing tried by an inventor is successful. 
The idea is the latest in development of 
the many improvements that have been 
suggested on the pneumatic tire. Some 
years ago an Englishman brought out 
a tire which had the interior filled with 
hollow rubber balls, but the plan did 
not work well. The new plan is to place 
the balls outside the rim, so that they 
will take the place of tubing. 


The new tire is an arrangement of in- 


dependently detachable hollow rubber 
balls, held in position by a channelled 
aluminium rim. The balls when in- 
flated will stand a presslre of 25 pounds 
to the square inch. The outer surface 


touches the ground, and as the-wheel 
revolves three of the balls are always 
in contact with the surface and bear 
the weight of the rider. 


"The great advantage of the ball tire," 


said the inventor, to a New York Sun 
reporter, "is that if one is punctured 
the buoyancy of the others will prevent 
the tire collapsing'. Oiie-lhird of the 
balls might be punctured TV ithout caus- 
ing a bicyslist to end the trip, for the 
tire would still be buoyant enough to 
support his weight. When necessary 
a used-up ball mny be taken out and a 
new one inserted with but a few min- 
utes' loss of time." 


BENEFITS OF CYCLING. 


Why Tobacco Hen Object to the Spread 


of the "Wheel Craze." 


The bicycle, which is made responsi- 


ble for all kinds of things, good, bad and. 
Indifferent, is now charged by a to- 
bacco journal with having enslaved, at 
low calculation, 500,000 males who were 
formerly addicted to the smoking habit, 
and who havo now abandoned it be- 
cause it is difficult to ride and smoke 
at the some time. There is, of course, 
a corresponding loss to the tobacco 
trade. The journal argues that if theso 
500,000 (males of the bike craze have 
weaned themselves from smoking only 
two cigars less a day—and thia ia a 
moderate consumption—then the con- 
sumption of cignra is decreasing at the 
rate of 700,000,000 in a year. These fig- 
ures may be exaggerated, but there is 
nevertheless a perceptible decrease in 
tobacco consumption, and it is no dis- 
credit to the wheel that in that direc- 
tion it is encouraging' economy. It has 
also assisted the cause of temperance 
by diminishing the consumption of 
intoxicants.

TWELVE RULES FOR IINSOMNIA 


Tbey Are Said 1o Be Useful When Faith- 


fully Followed. 


Front the Golden Peony. 


Sleeplessness is a great and growing 


evil; but it is eo much dependent OD 
habit that it may be easily conquered 
by attention to the following rules: 


I, Rise in good time in the morning. 
2 Take moderate exercise (without 


fatigue) and be as much in the open air 
as possible (luring the day. 


3. Avoid heavy meals, rich dishee, 


strong tea or coffee, and alcoholic drinks, 
especially toward night. 


i. Eat only plain, well-cooked food; a 


email proportion of meat, with abund- 
ance of vegetables, fruit (ripe or stewed), 
whole meal bread, etc , and drink water 
or lemonade (made from the fresh fruit) 
at dinner. 


5. Go to rest in good time; for over- 


tired nerves and eyes are a frequent 
cause of sleeplessness. 


6. Have no light in the bed room, 


which should be as quiet and as dark as 
possible. . 


7. The bed room must be well venti- 


lated. This can easily be done by open- 
ing the top sash of the window an inch 
or more, so as to allow the escape of im- 
pute'air, while fresh air enters between 
the two glasses at the center of the win- 
dow. 
A light curtain over the window 


will prevent all draught to the sleeper, 


S. 'Ihe clothing should be entirely 


woolen; no heavy cotton coverlid, but 
an eiderdown quilt maybe used; and the 
warmth must be sufficient, but on no 
account excessive, carelully regulating 
the amount of blankets according to the 
temperature. 


9. No heavy meal must ba taken with- 


in two hours of retiring; but a cup of 
warm milk, soup or light farinaceous 
food (with milk) should be drunk the 
last thing before going to sleep. 


10. Wheie sleeplessness is chronic, a 


thorough toweling (lirst with, a wet 
towel, then with a dry one, using tepid 
or cold water) will set the action of the 
skin and the circulation right, and so re- 
lieve the over-charged blood vessels of 
the brain. A soft hot-water bottle to 
tho feet will sometimes have the same 
effect; the feet must not, on any ac- 
count, bo allowed to remain cold. 
II. All exciting subjects should be 


avoided as much as possible 


12. Keep a clear conscience, and don't 


worry, even though "nature's sweet re- 
storer, balmy sleep,'1 should refuse at 
first to be wooed, for it takes time, as 
well as patience, not only to eradicate a 
mischievous habit, but to form a good 
one.

640.OOO on Pacific Railroads. 


ill Soon lie Due—Treasury Department 
Will Find Itsell Somewhat Embar- 


raaaed Providing the Neeeaiuy 


Funds to Bleet the Demund. 


The treasury department IB con- 


fronted with an embarrassing matter 
in the necessity for providing funds to 
meet obligations of the government 
grcm jug1 out of its relations to the Pa- 
cific railroads. Within the next few 
months there will fall due $8,640,000 o£ 
bonds issued on account of these rail- 
roads. They are as follows:

Notice lias already been given that 


the $640,000 due on November 1 will be 
paid on that date, but the payments 
in January and February are more 
serious questions. These amounts, it 
is understood, were not included in 
Secretary Carlisle's calculations upon 
which he based his estimates of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the current 
year, and if some means could be found 
to obviate the necessity of disbursing 
that amount of cash, they would be 
gladly welcomed. The secretary will 
doubtless recommend in his report to 
congress that legislation be passed by 
which the bonds can be refunded at 
a les&er rate of interest. But the very 
brief period which will intervene be- 
tween the date of the assembling of 
congress and that of the maturity 
of the bonds, :is well as the opposition 
which any proposition respecting the 
Pacific railroad's debt always evokes, 
precludes the possibility of anything 
being' accompl islied that will relici e the 
treasury situation. 


TO RAISE BEARS AND DEER. 


The Novel Farm Started as nn Experiment 


lu Xorthern Wisconsin. 


A deer and bear farm is the latest in- 


dustrial project for northern Wiscon- 
sin, and the men behind the plan think 
that they haic a fortune in sight. The 
farm is situated in the voods a few 
miles from Keiricli, a small station 
on the Great Northern road, and i.s 
already fairly well stocked with ani- 
mals. The proprietors are James Al- 
len, nn old woodsman and hunter, and 
Dr. Ilavrison, a Xew Yorker, who has 
been spending much time in the north- 
^ e.st. The}' propose to raise deer and 
bear for the market for the meat as 
\vell as the fur. 


The plan is not to turn the animals 


loose in the woods, where they may be 
shut by e\ery hunter i\ho comes along, 
but to keep them in pens or corrals, 
\\hpre they can be attended by their 
keepers and watched over the same as 
domestic animals. The idea originated 
uith Mr. Allen two or three years ago, 
uml since then he has kept several male 
and female bears and a number of deer 
111 separate pens near hisligme. He has 
found that the animals will mate in cap- 
th ity as well as in the « ild state, and 
hns a number of cubs duel fawns to 
prove his statements. Mr. Allen was 
prevented from doing anything toward 
starting the form on a large scale until 
this fall by lack of capital, •,'his-t bp- 
1'ore the departure of Dr. Harrison for 
Xew York a few days ago Jlr. Allen had 
nn interUow vuth him, and the result 
nas that the doctor agreed to furnish

MEXICAN COLONY SCHEME. 


Urcchter or Brlgham Soong runolng an 


Extenllve Schem*. 


A scheme has been formulated for an
